Translation of the paragraph at page 4, lines 12-17 of the Japanese-language 
document WO 99/02341 filed on July 2, 1998 corresponding to the paragraph 
at page 5, lines 22-29 in the present specification 

The aqueous dispersion of polyurethane in the present invention contains a 
non -ionic surface active agent that is acetylene glycol in which each carbon 
atom immediately adjacent to the triple-bonded carbon atoms is substituted 
with a hydroxyl group and a methyl group, and/or an ethylene oxide addition 
product of the acetylene glycol. As such a non-ionic surface active agent, 
Surfynols 104 and 440 produced by Nissin Chemical Industries, and so on 
are exemplified. It is desirable that adding ratio of the non-ionic surface 
active agent extends from 0.01% to 1.0% on the basis of the solid content in 
the aqueous dispersion of polyurethane.
